A SEASONABLE HINT. 

Tue editor of “Revell’s Daily News,” to 
which we referred a few weeks ago, in one of 
his recent talks, points out that it is a com- 
mon fault with clerks, especially with those 
temporarily engaged for the closing days of 
the holiday season, to assume that serious 
books have but a small place in holiday pur- 
chases. Often, in sheer desperation, a cus- 
tomer will take a book of little value either 
from a literary or commercial point of view 
simply because the attendant through ig- 
norance or carelessness does not properly 
direct his attention to the class of books by 
the sale of which both purchaser and book- 
seller would profit most. Historic works, 
biographies, essays, and the better sort of de- 
votional the editor referred to 
points out, are infinitely more suitable for 
gifts at this season of the year than super- 
ficial or emphemeral books. Not that we 
would at any time discourage the sale of the 
better class of fiction; but at this season of 
the year, when many a paterfamilias, perhaps 
for the only time in a twelvemonth, visits 
a bookstore for the purpose of securing some 
work of distinctive merit for members of his 
household or for his friends, the bookseller, 
as his guide, should rise to the occasion and 
place before him the best work of lasting 
merit, which to the best of his knowledge, 
would be likely to suit the taste that is to be 
catered to. 
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In a majority of cases a serious book in 
the departments of literature enumerated 
would prove more acceptable than one writ- 
ten only to suit the whim of the hour. A 
good book properly placed means more than 
a sale for the time being. It may mean a 
patron of good books cultivated for all time. 
Such a course is in the interest of good book- 
selling and of the development of good read- 
ing quite as much as it is in the securing of 
a more satisfactory profit. 


Our report of the preliminary hearing last 
week of the case of Messrs, Straus, compos- 
ing the firm of R. H. Macy & Company, 
against the American Publishers’ Association 
and the American Booksellers’ Association 
and their members, is supplemented this week 
by a reprint in full of the memorandum sub- 
mitted by Col. Stephen H. Olin, as counsel 
for the American Publishers’ Association, to 
which we invite the most careful attention of 
the trade. The complaint set forth with re- 
markable clearness the state of the book- 
trade previous to the present reform, the gen- 
eral success of the reform movement in se- 
curing the effective co-operation of 90 per 
cent. of the entire trade throughout the United 
States, and the methods adopted by the Macy 
department store in using books, sold at a 
price sometimes below cost, as bait for cus- ° 
tomers. It is candid to a degree—perhaps 
more so than may seem desirable after the 
light thrown on the complaint by the answer 
of the defendant’s counsel. The memoran- 
dum seems to cover completely the objections 
raised against the reform methods, whether 
from the point of view of general equity, or 
trade relations, or the Donnelly Act of the 
New York Legislature against monopolies, or 
of Federal legislation on this subject. The 
fundamental fact underlying the movement, 
that a copyright book is an article on which 
by provision of law and indeed of the United 
States Constitution, the proprietor has a right 
to fix a price, is presented strongly in the 
statement of counsel for the defendant, and 
the claims of the Macy house that it is treated 
unfairly or monopolistically seem to be fully 
met. We shall not attempt, however, to fore- 
stall or prophesy a decision which has yet to 
be made, and which, coming after that in the 
case of Ottenheimer v. American Publishers’ 
Association, will be of vital importance to the 
American book trade and incidentally of great 
interest to the book trade in other countries, 
where somewhat similar means have been 
adopted to remedy similar evils. 
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THE PUBLISHERS’ REPLY TO MACY’S. 


WE give below in full the memorandum on 
hehalf of the American Publishers’ Associa- 
tion and of the defendants who are named as 
publishers, in opposition to motion for pre- 
liminary injunction prepared by Stephen H. 
Olin, counsel for the American Publishers’ 
Association : 

The facts as presented to the Court by the 
plaintiffs’ complaint and affidavits, are these: 
In and prior to the year 1900 the book trade 
of the United States was “very much dis- 
organized.” (Affidavit of Miss Kinnear for R. 
H. Macy & Co.) The publishers fixed “list 
prices” “to deceive the public or those who 
were not acquainted with the wiles and cus- 
toms of the trade, to induce them to believe 
that said ‘list prices’ were the ordinary retail 
prices of such books, whereas, in fact, both 
the publishers and the dealers only obtained 
such ‘list prices’ at retail from the ignorant 
and unwary.” The public “gave their cus- 
tom to such dealers in books . . . as had 
established fixed prices, and where they were 
assured that the greed of the dealer would 
not attempt to secure an extortionate profit 
or charge different persons different prices 
for the same book” (Complaint, 16, 17). 

In 1900, to end this condition of things, a 
number of prominent publishers formed the 
American Publishers’ Association, which 
adopted a fundamental rule “intended to pre- 
vent the cutting or reducing of prices on 
copyright books published by members of the 
said association, by which each of the mem- 
bers of the association agreed that all copy- 
righted books published by any of them after 
May 1, 1901, should be published and sold 
at retail at net prices, that is, the published 
price thereof, and not be subject to any dis- 
counts” (Complaint, 19). 

No agreement was made fixing the price of 
uncopyrighted books, but the members of the 
association agreed to sell books only to those 
dealers who agreed to maintain net prices on 
copyright books. About 95 per cent. of the 
publishers in the States of the United States 
have joined the American Publishers Associa- 
tion, and are carrying out its rules. About 90 
per cent. of all book dealers at wholesale and 
retail throughout all the United States, have 
accepted these rules and are endeavoring to 
have them enforced throughout the book 
trade (Complaint, 6, 11). 

The plaintiffs have not been excluded from 
the benefits of these rules. On the contrary, 
they have been invited to share these benefits 
on precisely the same terms as every other 
dealer (Complaint, 23). There is nothing in 
the situation of the plaintiffs to make these 
rules particularly disadvantageous to them, On 
the contrary, it was stated by counsel that by 
dealing in accordance with these rules they 
could make as large a profit in selling copy- 
righted books as any other dealer can do, 
and could thereby make larger profits in the 
book trade than they are now making or have 
heretofore made. The plaintiffs, however, 
are not engaged in the book trade for the 
mere sake of profit. They carry on a depart- 
ment store with large capital, and it is their 
established policy to make sales in the book 
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department “at a cheaper price than at other 
retail book stores” (Complaint, 13, 14). The 
result of this method of business by the 
plaintiffs has heretofore been that “a large 
number of dealers found their business and 
their profits decreasing” (Complaint, 17). 

Upon the facts as stated by the plaintiffs, 
therefore, the question before the Court is 
this: 

Shall the Court, by interlocutory injunction, 
disorganize the whole booktrade of the United 
States and overthrow rules which have been 
eagerly adopted and enforced by practically 
all publishers and all booksellers throughout 
the country, which relate only to the retail 
price of copyright books and have not been 
declared illegal by any Court; and shall the 
Court do this for the sole purpose of allowing 
the plaintiffs to sell the copyright books of 
publishers in violation of the rules estab- 
lished by those publishers, not for the sake 
of making a profit by sales in the booktrade, 
but for the sake of underselling all competi- 
tors in the booktrade, and thereby decreasing 
their business and profits, and of aiding in 
the general scheme of managing plaintiff's de- 
partment store? 

To this question, which is one of discretion, 
even if the law be as claimed by the plaintiffs, 
there can be, we submit, but one answer. 

The defendants have added the following 
facts: 

The rules of the American Publishers’ As- 
sociation were carefully framed in accordance 
with the principles laid down by the Appellate 
Division in this Department in Park vs. Na- 
tional Druggists’ Association, 54 App. Div., 
223. In a suit brought by Ike and Mose 
Ottenheimer, of Baltimore, Mr. Justice O’Gor- 
man, in this Court, has held that American 
Publishers’ Association “is acting within its 
rights,” and that the decision in Park vs. 
National Druggists’ Association forbids the 
granting of an injunction against the Pub- 
lishers’ Association to prevent the enforce- 
ment of its rules. 

These rules do not stifle competition, since 
they allow every publisher to freely fix the 
retail price of his own copyright books. These 
rules do not tend to establish a monopoly, 
since all publishers issuing copyright books 
may become members of the association, and 
all dealers in books and all booksellers, with- 
cut discrimination, can purchase of every pub- 
lisher who is a member of the association. 
There has not been unreasonable increase in 
the retail prices of books, nor is it shown that 
there has been any increase whatever in such 
retail price. There is no protest on the part 
of any purchaser either by the Attorney- 
General or otherwise. The reason why the 
plaintiffs desire to sell copyright books is not 
for the sake of profit as do other dealers, 
but for the mere purpose of underselling 
competitors, “Books are used merely as a 
peg on which to hang a general story.” 
(Macy’s Advertisement, N. Y. Herald, No- 
vember 3, 1901.) 

Copyrighted books within the first year of 
their publication and magazines are articles 
of which the net market prices are well 
known to the public. The plaintiffs buy such 
books and magazines and offer them for sale

at retail at a price which does not afford a 

living profit and is sometimes lower than that 

at which they can be bought at wholesale. 

No bookseller who is engaged in bookselling 

for a livelihood can compete with this method 

of business. The plaintiffs thus establish a 

standard of cheapness with which no ordi- 

nary dealer can compete, and which every 
purchaser can understand. They then make 
the assertion to the public that their method 
of dealing in other goods is still more ad- 
yantageous to the purchaser (Advertise- 

ments, December 6, 1902; March 14, 1902; 

November 3, 1902). 

This statement is false. It is not true that 
the Messrs. Straus sell all other goods at less 
than the wholesale prices which they pay for 
them. If they did so; they would be ruined 
in a week. But these representations are 
avowedly made for “inexperienced people” 
(Advertisement, December 6, 1902). 

Upon consideration of these facts the ques- 
tion before the Court is this: 

Shall the Court disorganize the whole book 
trade of the United States and strike down 
the rules of the American Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation, which this Court has declared to be 
lawful, and which practically all of the pub- 
lishers and book dealers of the United 
States declare to be reasonable. just and 
necessary to the welfare of the book trade, 
for the sole purpose of allowing the Messrs. 
Straus to sell the defendants’ copyright books, 
not for the sake of profit, but in such a way 
as enables them to undersell all other dealers 
and thus to carry on their business in other 
merchandise than books by means of false 
and fraudulent representation? 

We have not discussed the letters and state- 
ments of the Booksellers’ Association. With 
those the Publishers have no connection. 

I. 

The validity of the rules of the American 
Publishers’ Association which are here in 
question has been established by authority. 
Ottenheimer v. American Publishers’ Association, 

Law Journal, October 2, 1902, Supreme Court, 
Special Term, Part I., O’Gorman J.; Park v. 
Nat. Druggists’ Assn., 54 App. Div., 223. 

The rules of the American Publishers’ 
Association differ from those of the Drug- 
gists’ Association in that the monopoly of a 
copyright book is better established than that 
in a proprietary medicine, and in that by the 
Publishers’ Association rules each publisher 
is left absolutely free to fix the commission 
allowed to the wholesale dealer. Both of 
these distinctions are in favor of the defend- 
ants here, 

By a decision of the United States Supreme 
Court since the Park case, the rights of an 
owner of a patent (and therefore of copy- 
right) have been defined. 


“The very object of these laws is monopoly and 
the rule is, with few exceptions, that any conditions 
which are not in their very nature illegal with re- 
gard to this kind of property, imposed by the paten- 
tee, and agreed to by the licensee for the right to 
manufacture or use or sell the article, will be upheld 
by the courts; and the fact that the onete in 
the contract keep up the monopoly or fix prices, 
does not render them illegal.’ (Bement v. National 
Harrow Co., 186 -» 70, 91.) 


This case settles the right of the owner 
of a copyrighted article to provide that the 
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purchaser of it shall not sell below a stipu- 
lated price. This» has also been held in 
Garst v. Harris, 177 Mass., 72; Fowle v. 
Park, 131 U. S., 88; Walsh v. Dwight, 4o 
App, Div., 513. 

Il. 


The New York statute against monopolies, 
known as the Donnelly Act, being Chapter 
690, Laws of 1899, does not apply: 

A. If it be conceded that the act applies 
to books in general it has no application to 
copyright books. The rules extend only to 
fixing the price by each copyright owner of 
his own copyright book. This right is secured 
to him by the Constitution of the United 
States and if the Donnelly Act could be said 
to limit it, the act would be unconstitutional 
as encroaching upon a branch of legislation 
on which Congress has a right to act and has 
acted, ’ 


B. There is nothing in the rules which lim- 
its the supply of any uncopyrighted book to 
any person except one who persists in deal- 
ing in copyright books in defiance of the 
rights of the copyright owner. If Macy & 
Company will either cease to deal in the de- 
fendants’ copyright books or else deal in them 
in accordance with the terms on which alone 
they are issued by the defendants, Macv & 
Company can obtain any uncopyrighted books 
from the defendants on the same terms that 
the rest of the world can obtain them, 


C. The contract, as has been pointed out, 
does not establish a monopoly nor prevent 
competition in the supply or price of copy- 
right books or others. 


D. If it should be assumed that under the 
Donnelly Act or otherwise the contract is 
void as in restraint of trade, still this motion 
could not succeed, for no injuction is needed. 
The parties to the void contract can, if they 
will, sell to Macy & Company. If they do 
not choose to sell to Macy & Company, to be 
of service to the plaintiffs, the order of the 
Court must direct that to be done which the 
companies in the course of the illegal agree- 
ment promise not to do. To reach this result 
the Court must first find that if this contract 
had never been made the plaintiffs could in- 
sist as a legal right that the defendants 
should sell to them their copyright books, and 
nothing in the case could justify this course. 
(Tannenbaum v. N. Y, Fire Ins. Exchange, 
Bischoff, J., 33 Misc., 134.) 


E. If each individual publisher has a right 
to insist that the person to whom he sells shall 
only sell at a fixed price all the publishers 
may unite in helping each to enforce his own 
right. (Park vs. National Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, 54 App, Div., 227, and cases cited.) 


III. 


The Federal Anti-Monopolies Statute has no 
bearing on the question because suits under 
it can only be brought in the Federal Courts 
and equity suits only by the United States 
Government.

The answering affidavits produced by the 
plaintiffs make no reply to the contention 
of the defendants as to the unfair methods 
of the plaintiffs. 

It is conceded in Miss Kinnear’s affidavit 
that the Century Magazine 
past 18 years sold for twenty-five cents a 
copy, at the rate of some 200 copies a month, 
each copy being sold at three cents less than 
the purchase price paid by the plaintiffs. She 
intimates that this is not done 
of books,” but she says that “ 
competition of other dealers <7 
ponent has occasionally offered books for 
sale at cost price and sometimes even less.” 
The sale of the Century Magazines at a loss 
is undoubtedly “to meet competition of other 
dealers,” but it is not explained why such 
sale of the Century Magazine should be 
regular and permanent and such sale of books 
occasional. Nor is it said what is meant by 
“occasional.” 
at a loss takes place whenever the plaintiffs 
or their agents deem it expedient, just as 
the sale of magazines at a loss is made be- 
cause it seems expedient. It is in effect ad- 
mitted, therefore, that to establish a standard

Mr. Percy S, Straus swears as follows: 


“This deponent most emphatically denies that | 


the comparison and difference in the price 
of books was used by the plaintiffs to in- 
duce the public to make a purchase of other 
commodities.” 


This statement is plainly untrue in view of | 


the advertisements annexed to Mr. Emory’s 
affidavit, and it merely shows that Mr. Percy 
S. Straus has not read those advertisements. 


“Books are used merely as a peg on which to hang 
a general story. 
“To-day, among other things, we quote books. 


How do other dealers who claim to watch our prices 
explain the difference? In actual dollars and cents 
they may not appear very large, but the average is 
about fifteen per cent. in our favor in books. Of 
course, other lines show a much greater difference. 
Our prices ranging down to one-half less than else- 
where. Iowever, books are excellent gauges—they 
are unmistakably alike, and are therefore easily sus- 
ceptible of comparisons. That is one reason why 
we submit them for your judgment.” (N York 
Herald's advertisement, November 3, 

“How about books? We 
because you know books. They silence criticism. 
Our rates range from 10 cents to $1.50 less than 
others ask for the same books. We save you much 
more on other lines.” (New York Times’ adver- 
tisement, March 14, 1902.) 

“However, 
the economy of the Macy prices in general, as com- 
pared to other stores. On other lines—the ones 
more difficult for inexperienced people to judge of 
qualities—the price differences in our favor 
much greater. Sometimes we are half less than 
competition. (Call it a quarter and you strike a fair 
average.” New York Sun’s advertisement, Decem- 
ber 6, 1902 (annexed to affdt. G. S. Emory.)

AMERICAN WOOD ENGRAVINGS 

THE management of the New York Public 
Library announces that the exhibition of 
wood engravings in the Lenox 
branch has attracted so much attention that it 


| has been decided that it shall be kept open 


during the remainder of this month and the 
first half of January. All lovers of wood en- 
graving and believers in the possibility of 
preventing this art from falling into decay, 
owing to the use of “process” illustration, 
should visit the exhibition, 

The history of wood engraving, and inci- 
dentally of book illustration in this country, 
is illustrated admirably in the examples on 
view. It is declared that they include the best 
collection of the work of the “new school” of 
wood engravers ever brought together for 
public exhibition here. 

The engravers represented range from Dr. 
Alexander Anderson, (the “American Be- 
wick,” ) to Timothy Cole, and include W. J. 
Linton, A. V. S. Anthony, S. P. Avery, T. D. 
Sugden, Henry Marsh, F. Juengling, E. 
Kingsley, F, S. King, F. French, T. Johnson, 
H, Wolf, P. Aitken, R. A. Miller, G. Krueil, 
R. G. Tietze and E. Heinemann. The port- 
folio of the Society of American Wood En- 
gravers, with text by W. M. Laffan, and the 
one issued by the Scribners, with text by P. 
G. Hamerton and James B. Carrington, are 
shown also. 

The technical interest of the exhibition is 
heightened by the addition of wood blocks, 
by Anderson, Cole and others, which illus- 
trate the various stages of the block in its 
process of evolution from the wood before 
the drawing or photograph is placed upon it, 
to the finished product ready for printing. 
Another point of interest is found in the va- 
riety of subjects covered by the prints shown. 
There are especially many portraits and cop- 


| ies of paintings by old and modern masters.

The same is gradually be- 
coming true also of the reverse side of the 
picture, if the numbers of American books 
that appear in English trade lists signify any- 
thing.

Arrangements have been completed to give 
the annual dinner of the Stationers’ Board of 
Trade at Delmonico’s on Wednesday evening, 
January 14. Frank L. Waterman, chairman 
of the committee having the affair in charge, 
says that the indications are that the dinner 
will be one of the largest ever held. A num- 
ber of representatives from stationers’ associa- 
tions in other cities will be present, and mem- 
bers also will invite some of their prominent 
customers. Tickets are $6.50 each. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


FREDERICK SAUNDERS, for a number of 
years connected with the Astor Library, died 
December 13, aged ninety-six. Mr. Saunders 
was born in London, Eng., August 14, 1807. 
His father was the son of the senior member 
of the publishing house of Saunders & Otley, 
in which young Frederick served his appren- 
ticeship. In 1837 Mr. Saunders was sent to 
this country to establish a branch of his fath- 
er’s firm and to make propaganda for an in- 
ternational copyright law. Through the use of 
letters of introduction from prominent men of 
that day he was enabled to get three petitions 
before Congress. One of these petitions, 
signed by fifty-three leading British authors 
of the day, was borne to Washington by 
Charles Dickens, who delivered it to Henry 
Clay; but the fight for the law was a failure. 
Unsuccessful also in his publishing ventures, 
Mr. Saunders, nevertheless, decided to remain 
in America. He became city editor of the 
Evening Post, under William Cullen Bryant. 
In 1856 he obtained a place as assistant to Dr. 
Cogswell, the librarian of the Astor Library. 
In 1876 he was made librarian, a position he 
held until his retirement in 1893. He was a 
frequent contributor to magazines and literary 
reviews. His writings, apart from the con- 
tributions to the periodicals, include “Mem- 
ories of the Great Metropolis; or, London 
from the Tower to the Crystal Palace, New 
York.” “London, its Literary and Historical 
Localities,” “New York in a Nutshell,” of 
which 5000 copies were sold in a month; 
“Salad for the Solitary,” “Salad for the So- 
cial,” “Mosaics,” “Festival of Song,” “Our 
National Centennial Jubilee,” “Pastime Pa- 
pers,” “The Story of the Discovery of the 
New World,” “Evenings with the Sacred 
Poets,” “Story of Some Famous Books,” 
“Stray Leaves of Literature,” and “Memoir 
of the Great Metropolis.” 


BENJAMIN F. DENNISON, treasurer of the 
American Baptist Publication Society, died 
December 15 at his residence in Philadelphia. 
Mr. Dennison was sixty-seven years of age, 
and since early manhood had been associated 
with religious and temperance movements. 
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GENERAL Henry Martyn Crist, a well- 
known western lawyer and soldier, died in 
Rome, Italy, December 17. He was born in 
Cincinnati, February 20, 1839. He was the 
author of “The Army of the Cumberland,” 
and, with Donn Piatt, wrote a “Life of 
Major-General George H. Thomas.”

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 


Tue CuyurcH Liprary Association, which 
was organized in 1879 with the purpose to ex- 
amine books with reference to their fitness 
for Sunday-school and parish libraries in the 
Episcopal Church, and to publish lists of 
such books as it can recommend, has just 
published another such list dated “Advent, 
1902.” The list contains upwards of 250 ti- 
tles, every one of which may be safely recom- 
mended by the bookseller to his customer. 
The books on church life, history and doc- 
trine naturally appeal to members of the Epis- 
copal Church. In many cases a line or two of 
information or explanation is added to the 
title, which gives also the name of publisher 
and the retail price. The corresponding sec- 
retary of the Association is G. V. Scudder, 17 
Buckingham Street, Cambridge, Mass.

24°.) 


FRIEpRICH JOHANN KLEEMEIER has pub- 
lished through A. Hartlebens Verlag, Vienna, 
2 handbook of bibliography (“Handbuch der 
Bibliographie.”) The author treats the sub- 
ject in four divisions. In the first he gives a 
history of the discovery and the development 
of the art of printing; in the second division 
he describes the make-up of the book, and 
gives attention to the subjects of bibliophil- 
ism, bibliomania, book prices, rare books and 
good editions, collating incunabula and its 
treatment from the bibliographer’s point of 
view; in the third division the author de- 
scribes the ornamentation of the book, the 
production of wood cuts, copper plates, etc., 
and the reproductive processes used in illus- 
trating books. The fourth division is devoted 
to the library and cataloguing, in which the 
author describes the arrangement of the li- 
brary, accession books, shelving, cataloguing, 
and other matters embraced in library econ- 
omy, with directions for writing and abbre- 
viating titles, classification, etc. To this sec- 
tion is added a reference list of bibliographies, 
which for an elementary treatise is too in- 
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clusive and for the professional not compre- 
hensive enough. Within the limits which the 
author sets for himself the work, on the 
whole, will be found instructive and helpful 
by the beginner and layman. A list of Latin- 
German names of early imprints, a list of ab- 
breviations, and an index complete the vol- 
ume. (8+300 p. 16°, cl., $1.50.)
